An Episco palian co mmissio n ap­ 
po inted six years ago reco mmended 
the ado ptio n o f 
virtually a 
new 
cano n co vering the church’s atti­ 
tude to w’ard divo rce and remarriage. 
A co mmissio n o f the Presbyterian 
church, deplo ring the Increasing di­ 
vo rce rate, gave its appro val 
to 
birth co ntro l and suggested the es­ 
tablishment o f co urses fo r instruc­ 
tio n in marriage. 
The revised cano n o f the Episco ­ 
palian church advo cated the crea­ 
tio n o f ecclesiastical co urts to pass 
o n pro blems o f marriage. It wo uld 
permit ministers to remarry co m­ 
municants 
and 
divo rced 
perso ns 
under certain circumstances, elim­ 
inate all mentio n o f gro und fo r di­ 
vo rce 
perso ns 
under 
certain 
cir­ 
cumstances, eliminate all mentio n 
o f gro und fo r divo rce and marriage, 
and define nine causes fo r annul­ 
ment. 
Even 
tho ugh 
a 
ministei 
sho uld o fficiate at the marriage o f 
a co mmunicant and o ne divo rced, 
the ceremo ny wo uld no t be co nduct­ 
ed in a church edifice no r co uld 
the Bo o k o f Co mmo n Prayer be 
used. 
At present an Episco palian min­ 
ister canno t in any circumstances 
o fficiate at the remarriage o f a 
guilty party in a divo rce granted 
fo r infidelity, altho ugh he can re­ 
marry the inno cent party w'ith the 
co nsent o f the bisho p. 
The revised cano n co vering the 
po int reads: 
‘Any perso n to w'ho ni a divo rce 
fro m a fo rmer marriage has been 
granted fo r any cause by a civil 
co urt may after the expiratio n o f 
o ne year fro m the granting o f the 
divo rce apply to his bisho p o r the 
Ecclesiastical martial co urt o f his 
do micile fo r permissio n to marry 
ano ther perso ns. * * • If the bisho p 
o r co urt permits the pro po sed mar­ 
riage, a minister o f the church may 
so lemnize the marriage, pro vided, 
ho w’ever, that he shall no t so lemnize 
it in the church o r by the fo rm 
co ntained in the Bo o k o f Co mmo n 
Prayer.” 
Explaining the reaso ns fo r the 
change relating to Infidelity Bisho p 
Herman Page o f Detro it, chairman 
o f the co mmissmn said: 
“ There is o ne o utstanding reaso n

adultery, namely, that in a divo rce 
given by the civil co urt fo r adultery 
it is o ften the inno cent party that is 
penalized. Many times when a wife

is guilty o f adultery the husband

makes himself the apparent o ffend-1 
er in the eyes o f the law.” 
In giving its appro val to birth 
co ntro l, the co mmis.^io n o f the Pres­ 
byterian church said: 
“ Earnest 
Christian 
peo ple 
are 
asking fo r the church’s guidance o n 
the subject o f birth co ntro l. This 
subject demands attentio n to day as 
never befo re. Eco no mic co nditio ns 
and a wo rthy standard o f living 
make it wro ng to bring children 
into the

witho ut 
adequate 
pro visio ns fo r their future and pro ­ 
per 
co n.sideratio n 
fo r 
the 
health 
o f the mo ther.” 
If birth co ntro l is practiced, the 
repo rt co ntinues, ‘‘it sho uld o nly be 
in fidelity to the highest spiritual 
ideals o f the Christian ho me.” 
The church reaffirmed its po si­ 
tio n that “ no thing but adultery o r 
such "Wilful desertio n as can in no 
way be remedied by the church o r 
civil magistrate is cause sufficient 
fo r disso lving the bo nd o f matri­ 
mo ny.” 
The Presbyterian repo rt will be 
submitted to the general assembly 
o f the church in Pittsburgh May

Fran k C, Can ofi says about weed in g 
lawn s.

“After fifteen years of experien ce 
with lawn s an d especially weed in g, 
let 4 ue say that weed in g is worst 
than useless. 
I took strip after 
strip, three feet wid e, an d on han d s 
an d kn ees took out every visible 
weed , spen d in g hun d red s of hours 
in d oin g it. I believe that the prop­ 
er use of sulphate of ammon ia an d 
a complete fertilizer is the on ly 
way to get good lawn s. 
Waterin g 
should be d on e as little as possible 
in sprin g an d early summer to get 
d eep rootin g. 
When you d o water 
a lawn , be sure that it is w'atered 
thoroughly an d that the water goes 
d eep in to the soil.

It was essential that the secre­ 
tary receiv e ev ery o ppo rtu nity to 
inspect o u r who le lay o u t, fro m the 
fro nt areas to the serv ices o f su p­ 
ply , that he mig ht beco me familiar 
with plans, o bserv e the pro g ress 
m tde to ward their co mpletio n, and 
o btain 
first-hand 
info rmatio n 
o f 
o u r requ irements, all o f which he 
was especially anx io u s to do . Leav ­ 
ing Paris March 12 we Inspected 
o u r mo st impo rtant po rts, depo ts, 
ho spitals, reg u lating statio ns, mo ­ 
to r parks and scho o ls, and retu rned 
March 17 to my headqu arters at 
Chau mo nt. 
The main air serv ice scho o l a t

At Giev res, abo u t 125 miles di­ 
rectly so u th o f Paris, o n o u r main 
line o f su pply , ru nning to the fro nt, 
were 20,000 men emplo y ed u nder 
Co l. Charles J. Sy mmo nds, manag ­ 
ing o u r larg est interio r depo t. 
To illu strate the celerity with

One the 24th fo u r o thers 
g o t into po sitio n.

and o thers that came in the nex t 
two o r three day s were pu t into 
battle by General Fay o lle witho u t 
reg ard to the integ rity o f u nits o r 
the o rder o f their entry , so me o f 
them being v ery sho rt o f ammu ni­ 
tio n. 
The British Fifth army was ev i­ 
dently o v erwhelmed fro m the start, 
y et no re-enfo rcements were sent 
to Go u g h u ntil the 24th, and then 
o nly o ne div isio n, no o thers arriv ­ 
ing du ring the first week. 
By the 
fifth day the German fo rces had 
driv en a salient into the British 
fro nt so me thirty -sev en miles deep 
and were threatening the impo rtant 
railway center o f Amiens, the cap­ 
tu re o f which wo u ld pro bably hav e 
made a co mplete breach between 
the French and British armies.

“The battle is o n. 
So ldiers o f

du n, I call u po n y o u .

France hang s in the balance.” 
Pershing Offers Aid. 
The repo rts fro m the fro nt g av e 
an ex tremely dark pictu re o f dis­ 
aster, and I felt w*e sho u ld do 
ev ery thing po ssible to render as­ 
sistance, 
It was to o ffer (ienernl 
Retain su ch o f o u r tro o ps as co u ld 
be u sed that I went to Co mpieg ne 
March 25. 
The 
g eneral’s 
cu sto mary 
co n­ 
fident and no nchalant attitu de w'as 
entirely g o ne and he wo re a v ery 
w’o rried ex pressio n. 
I to ld him 
that fo r the mo ment I sho u ld waiv e 
the idea o f fo rming the I co rps 
and that any o f o u r div isio ns that 
co u ld be o f serv ice were at his 
dispo sal, bu t with the qu alify ing 
remark that o f co u rse w*e sho u ld 
lo o k fo rward ev entu ally to their 
assembly u nder their o wn co m­ 
mander. 
March 24 it dev elo ped that the 
French div isio ns had receiv ed o r- 
dv ^rs that if the enemy co ntinu ed 
his driv e in the directio n o f Amiens 
they were to fall back so as to 
co v er Paris. 
Marshal Haig , fear­ 
ing that this wo u ld resu lt in sepa- 


had, and asked fo r su g g estio ns as 
to ho w we mig ht help. He was ev i­ 
dently v ery mu ch to u ched and in 
his enthu siasm to o k me bv the arm 
and witho u t hesitatio n ru shed me 
o u t acro ss the lawn to where the 
o thers sto o d, and asked me to re­ 
peat wiiat I had said to him. 
They , o f co u rse, sho wed keen in­ 
terest, especially M. Clemenceau , as 
I to ld them what I had said to Gen­ 
eral Fo cli. 
Co lo nel Bo y d, my aid, 
was kind eno u g h to say that, u n­ 
der the inspiratio n o f the mo ment, 
my French w’as spo ken with a flu ­ 
ency that I co u ld no t hav e mas­ 
tered ten minu tes befo re o r after.

Jilarch 21 the g rent German o ffen­

French and British lines, o n a fro nt 
abo u t fifty miles in leng th, ex tend­ 
ing fro m near La Fere to Arras. 
Near the center o f the attack was 
General Go u g h’s Fifth army , with 
the Third 
army 
u nder General 
By ng o n its left. 
The artillery bo mbardment pre­ 
ceding the infantry adv ance was 
o f sho rt du ratio n, bu t o f g reat in­ 
tensity , with ex cessiv e u se o f g as 
shells. 
Fo llo wing a heav y barrag e 
the German infantry , u sing the 
same tactical metlio ds that liad 
been so su ccessfu l at Rig a and Car- 
po retto , deliv ered its blo w. 
The 
weather fav o red the enemy as a 
heav y fo g co ntinu ed intermittently 
fo r three day s, mu ch to the disad­ 
v antag e o f the defense. 
The o v er­ 
whelming fo rce o f six ty -fo u r espe­ 
cially trained German div isio ns o u t 
o f their o ne hu ndred ninety -two 
then o n the western fro nt co m­ 
pelled the British lines to y ield. 
Altho u g h at the end o f the first day 
the Fifth army had no t entirely 
g iv en away , its lo sses had reached 
sev eral tho u sand, and there was no 
qu estio n that the Germans were 
making a serio u s attempt to sepa­ 
rate the British and French armies. 
British Pu shed Back 37 Miles. 
The last o u e o f Go u g h’s reserv es 
was pu t in o n the seco nd day , y et 
he receiv ed no su ppo rt to sto p the 
widening g ap in the British fro nt 
u ntil the fo llo wing day , when o ne 
French infantry div isio n and o ne 
French dismo u nted cav alry div isio n 


rating the two armies, at o nce 
co mmu nicated the situ atio n to his 
g o v ernment. This bro u g ht abo u t an 
impo rtant co nference at Do u llens 
March 26 between members o f the 
British and French g o v ernments, in 
which it was decided that so me au ­ 
tho rity sho u ld be desig nated to co 
o rdinate the actio n o f the two 
armies, and General Fo ch was se­ 
lected. 
I W’as no t present at the Do u llens 
co nference, bu t u po n learning o f 
its actio n it seemed essential that 
General Fo ch himself sho u ld kno w 
o u r desire to do what we co u ld to 
streng then the allies. 
The British 
lo ss W’as then estimated at no t less 
than 150,0()0. 
I recall meeting Lo rd 
No rthcliffe March 24 and fo u nd him 
almo st u nable to speak o f it, so 
many o f his friends had lo st rela­ 
tiv es. 
The depressio n amo ng their 
peo ple was pro bably wo rse than 
at any o ther perio d o f the w’ar. 
Amo ng the French there was 
mu ch anx iety as to the safety o f 
Paris and there was talk o f the 
g o v ernment hav ing to mo v e to Bo r­ 
deau x ag ain, as it had do ne in 1914. 
The allied lines had no t been sta­ 
bilized and altho u g h I had o ffered 
o u r tro o ps to Retain it seemed to 
me that it mig ht be well to make it 
emphatic that I was ready to pu t 
into battle ev ery thing we co u ld mu s­ 
ter. 
I had o ften tho u g ht o f the 
po ssibility o f hav ing to do this, and 
I went to find o u t the situ atio n and 
let General Fo ch kno w o u r attitu de. 
Giv es Wo rd to Fo ch. 
As we entered General Fo ch’s 
farmho u se headqu arters near Cler- 
mo nt-su r-Oise, 
nemenceau , 
Fo ch, 
Retain and Ix )u cheu r w’ere Intently 
stu dy ing a map spread o u t o n the 
table. 
The situ atio n was po inted 
o u t to me, sho wing that already 
the British had u sed thirty div i­ 
sio ns and the French 
sev enteen 
ag ainst 
the 
Germans’ 
sev enty - 
eig ht. 
It seemed to be the o pinio n 
that the British Fifth army was 
g etting back o n its feet and that 
the lines wo u ld ho ld fo r the time 
being . 
I intimated that I had co me to 
see General Fo ch and the o thers 
withdrew into the y ard, leav ing u s 
alo ne. 
I to ld him that the Ameri­ 
cans were ready and anx io u s to do 
their part in this crisis, that I was 
willing to send him any tro o ps we

certain that It was written u p in 
mu ch better French than I actu ­ 
ally u sed. 
The Eng lish translatio n fo llo ws: 
“I hav e co me to tell y o u that the 
American peo ple wo u ld co nsider it 
a g reat ho no r fo r o u r tro o ps to be 
eng ag ed in the present battle; I 
ask y o u fo r this in their name and 
my o w’u . 
“At tills mo ment there are no 
o ther qu estio ns bu t o f fig hting . 
’Infantry , artillery , av iatio n, all 
that w’e hav e are y o u rs; u se them 
as y o u wish. 
Mo re will co me, in 
nu mbers equ al to requ irements. 
“I hav e co me especially to tell 
y o u that the American peo ple will 
be pro u d to take part in the g reat­ 
est battle o f histo ry .” 
If the respo nsibility had been 
mine I sho u ld no t Iuim^ hesitated a 
mo ment to pu t into the battle any 
o r all o f o u r fiv e div isio ns then In 
France. 
The First was the o nly 
o ne u sed fo r the time being , the 
o thers being placed in qu iet sec­ 
to rs, each to reliev e two French di­ 
v isio ns. 
As o u r div isio ns were 
mo re than twice as larg e as theirs 
It amo u nted to almo st immediate 
re-enfo rcement o f ten div isio ns. 
At the time o f the German attack 
a battalio n o f the American Six th 
reg iment o f eng ineers was o n du ty 
behind the British Fifth army , en­ 
g ag ed in railway co nstru ctio n and 
repairs. 
These tro o ps were g iv en 
arms and participated with the 
British fo rces in the defensiv e o p­ 
eratio ns u ntil after the lines were 
stabilized. 


CHAPTER XXXII 
Secretary o f War Baker went to 
Lo ndo n to discu ss with the Brit­ 
ish au tho rities the pro spects fo r 
additio nal shipping and also the 
g eneral su bject o f mu nitio ns. While 
there he sent me the fo llo wing tele­ 
g ram March 25, 19 18 , embo dy ing 
su g g estio ns fro m the prime minis­

that the w’o rk su g g ested Is impera­ 
tiv e. 
“Third, that infantry be sent first 
o f the entire six div isio ns to be 
transpo rted by British in v iew o f 
present acu te needs o f that army . 
No answer to the fo reg o ing is nec­ 
essary u ntil I see y o u to mo rro w 
when" w’O can discu ss the su g g es­ 
tio ns fu lly .”
